Winter cover crops are need­ 
ed on our sandy and sandv- 
loam 
soils, 
says 
Ernest 
D© 
Leon, Soil Conservationist with 
the Soil Conservation Service. 
Vegetative 
cover 
is 
nature’s 
way 
of 
protecting 
the earth 
surface from erosion. Man has 
not been able to devise a bet­ 
ter way. 
Following the harvesting 
of 
peanuts the soil is left free of 
vegetation. The surface of the 
ground is loose and dry and 
most susceptible to erosion by 
wind or w ater unless cover is 
provided. 
A cover crop 
can 
also 
be 
used for soil improvement, lim­ 
ited grazing, or hay. By far the 
most important of these are 
are 
soil 
protection 
and 
im­ 
provement of the soil. 
These 
factors will greatly 
influence 
the future production of the 
land. 
Winter legumes such as Aus­ 
trian winter peas and hairy 
vetch m ay be used alone or 
with small grain. The seeding 
rate for Austrian winter peas 
is 30 pounds per acre if seeded 
alone. When seeded with sm all 
grain use 15 pounds per acre. 
Seeding rates for Hairy Vetch 
is 18 pounds per acre 
when 
seeded alone; or 9 pounds with 
small grains. 
Clover is also used for a win­ 
ter legume. The most used in 
this area are M adrid and But­ 
ton Clover. These clovers 
do 
best on blackland soils. Seeding 
rate for clover is 7 pounds per 
acre or 3 pounds when used 
with sm all grain. Legume seed 
should be innoculated prior to 
planting.
